Phillips Does Not Know Assassin or 


Cause of the Shooting— Six Bullets 


Struck Him, Inflicting Probably Fa­ 


tal Wounds. 


New York. Jan. 24.—David Graham 
Phillips, novelist and magazine writer, 
was shot six tim es and probably mor­ 
tally wounded in front of the borne of 
Schuyler 
Schieffiin, 
115 G ram m ercy 
Park, North, just as Mr. Phillips was 
about to enter the Princeton club for 
hi* mail. 
The shots w ere fired by Fitzhugh 
Golye 
Goldsborough, a 
professional 
violinist. Alter shooting Phillips Golds­ 
borough shot himself in the right tem ­ 
ple and dropped dead. 
W hat 
caused 
Goldsborough, 
who 
was waiting near the entrance to the 
Princeton club for Mr. Phillips, to fire 
the shots is not known. When the 
minded man was 
carried into tire 
was still conscious, and when 
asked w hether he knew the man who 
ihot him. Phillips answered that he 
didn't. 
Later it was learned from H ar­ 
rison W. Phillips, a brother of David 
Graham Phillips, that for some tim e 
the wounded man has been receiving 
letters, notes, telegram s and telephone 
calls of a threatening and abusive na­ 
ture, not only at his home, hut at the 
Princeton club. H arrison Phillips said 
that no nam e was attached to these 
communications, but that in view of 
the shooting he supposed Goldsbor­ 
ough had sent them.

They saw Mr. Phillips coming up the 
street from the direction of Fourth 
avenue, but noticed no one near him 
at the time. As they looked away for a 
moment they heard shots and, turn­ 
ing, saw Mr. Phillips stagger. 
As they ran up lo him Goldsborough, 
who had just shot him. fell dead on 
the street from a self inflicted wound 
In the head. With Jacob Jacoby, a pas­ 
serby. they ran to Mr. Phillips and 
held him up. 
The author was ap p ar­ 
ently in great agony.
